The problem of Russian Aggression today 
presents a threat to the security of democ¬ 
racy which, although not unique, is most 
interesting to students of World “Goveco- 
history.” „ , . 

The United States had a taste of this type 
of aggression prior to our entry into World 
War II. Fifth Columnists activities were 
publicized to a great exent, and the Ameri¬ 
can people were made to realize the serious¬ 
ness of a situation which envalued secret 
agents of foreign nations infestering the 
sanctity of the American home. 

But it was a simple matter to create this 
anxiety in ’40 and ’41. Then our enemy was 
Hitler, the hated Nazis! 

Today, we face a situation, the successful 
outcome of which would be the destruction 
of the democracy. There is no difference 
between the plan of the Communists and 
that of the Nazis — both desire the over¬ 
throwing of democracy. 

The Nazis, however, were the bold militar¬ 
ists who relied upon strong nationalism and 
emotionalism to unite their own nation, and 
who held their weaker neighbors in check 
by the power of their military forces. 

Russian plans for world domination are 
more clever. There was no blitzkrieg in 
Czechoslovakia —- it was an attack from 
within. There is no hurry in Communism— 
there is not a time table. 

We must know this new enemy ! We must 
realize that they rejoice at our inability to 
create a workable plan for Labor and Capi¬ 
tal, they rub their hands eagerly in anticipa¬ 
tion of renewed racial troubles over the re¬ 
cent draft issue. Russia’s leaders are a 
clever lot, they are now riding the crest of 
the wave of success. We must recognize 
the Russians and their ideas as a genuine 
threat to our democratic way of life, and we 
must endeavor to combat this evil by keep¬ 
ing ourselves wide awake and apprehensive.

The 
Northerners claim that they practice racial 
equality, but that is not true. The property 
value takes a sudden drop when a Negro 
family moves into a community. At North¬ 
ern hotels Negroes very often when asking 
: for a room get the reply that all rooms are 
taken when actually it is a case of pure dis¬ 
crimination. The Negroes are discriminated 
against in clubs and other social functions. 
The majority of the race riots are in the 
Northern states. The North is not the pretty 
picture that the Negro was led to believe it 
would be after the Civil War. If the North 
had the answer for the Negro, don’t you be¬ 
lieve the Negroes from the South would 
move North? 

Living here in the South we too are 
against the Negro. The Negro as a whole is 
held down socially and economically. The 
Negro gets the jobs that the white man re¬ 
fuses to accept. In the South the Jim Crow 
law has been rigidly enforced since the War 
Between the States which ended eighty- 
three years ago. 

Why should the Negro be so segregated. 
The Germans, the Chinese, the Jews, the 
Mexicans, the Italians, yes, and even the 
Russians get more respect from the white 
people in the United States than does the 
Negro. We don’t spend millions of dollars 
each year on the Negro race that has helped 
the U. S', in all of her wars, yet we are will¬ 
ing to spend billions of dollars annually on 
former enemies that have caused us unheard 
of suffering. The Germans and the Jap¬ 
anese have tortured and kilied thousands of 

ed” people to get another chance in this 
world. Why not give the Negro his first 
chance ? 

Recently I had a very interesting talk with 
Mr. James Tatum, instructor of Social 
Science at Butler College, who pointed out 
to me many things which might seem trivial 
to us at one time. However, it is the small 
things, the ordinary things, that lead to 
larger and more complicated questions. 
There is no doubt that when some of us were 
younger we played ball, dolls, or marbles 
with little Negro children. We were all Bill, 
Mary, Tom, Helen, and Dick then and we 
had a lot of fun. Then we grew older. We* 
the whites, became Mr. Jones and Mrs. 
Smith, and the Negro still remained Bill, 
Mary, Tom, Helen, and Dick. If we were 
to meet our old playmates on the streets to¬ 
day, we would still address them by their 
first names, but we would expect them to be 
courteous enough to address us as Mr., Mrs., 
or Miss So-and-So. 

If we will accept people with blonde, black 
and red hair, with freckles or clear skin, with 
good and bad manners, and with a language 
foreign to ours into our society, why is it 
that we will not give the Negro his chance?

Pro States' Rights 


Federal Control 


By GEORGE WISE 

In June of 1947 the Supreme Court of the United States decided 
the case of U. S. vs. California—the “tidelands case’—in favor of 
the Federal Government. In its decision the Court found ownership 
in neither the state nor in the United States, but gave dominion and 
control over the lands to the Federal Government. This decision was 
based on an entirely new and unprecedented philosophy of property 
rights; namely, that the Federal Government needs the oil contained 
in the lands for national defense and for conducting this country’s 
international relations. “This need,” said the Court, “transcends the 
right of a mere property owner.” 

The implication of the decision in the California tidelands case are 
far reaching and of vital importance to every state and to every citizen 
of every state. The philosophy of Federal control based on need clearly 
opens the way to complete nationalization of all natural resources. 
If California is made to give up her oil, why should it not be possible 
for the United States to lay equal claim to minerals and other resources 
of other states, coastal or upland? The implications are staggering. 

From the time of the American Declaration of Independence until 
the decision against California in the tidelands case, state and Federal 
Governments had recognzed state ownership of all submerged lands 
within their respective boundaries. 

Since the beginning of the Republic, state ownership of submerged 
lands has been confirmed and reaffirmed through 52 Supreme Court 
decisions, 244 Federal and State Court decisions, 49 Attorney General 
opinions, and 31 Department of Interior opinions. During all this 
time precedent was built up without a single dissent. In the face of 
such precedent, the complete reversal of thinking evident in the 
tidelands decision is disturbing indeed. 

The determination as to the ownership of the lands in controversy 
turns on the fact as to ownershp in the original thirteen states of 
similar lands prior to the formation of the Union. If the original 
states owned the bed of the sea adjacent to their coasts, to the three 
mile limit, then the other states have the same title or ownership' 
of the lands adjacent to their coasts. The later states were admitted 
into the Union on an equal footing with the original states in all res¬ 
pects whatever. If the original states did claim sovereigty and own¬ 
ership to the three-mile limit, the newer states have the same rights 
in the lands bordering-their littoral. 

The real basis for the decision in the California case was that the 
Federal Government has the “paramount right” to the oil and other 
resources beneath the tidelands areas because it needs the oil and 
other resources for national defense and for conducting foreign rela- 
_^m'is. TiTe fact that these oil deposits in the open sea may be vital to 
the naiicuaaJ s&axijriiy, and important elements in the conduct of our 
foreign affairs, is no more relevant than is the existence of uranium 
deposits, wherever they may be, in determining questions of trespass 
to the land of which they form a part. This is not a situation where 
an exercise of national power is actively and presently interfered with. 
State ownership would not interfere in any way with the needs or 
rights of the United States in war or peace. The power of the United 
States is plenary over these underseas lands precisely as it is over 
every river, farm, mine and factory of the nation. 

If there is established national ownership in important elements 
in the conduct of our foreign affairs and in our national security it is 
entirely reasonable to assume it would be extended to such vital 
elements as the bread of life;—the wheat of Kansas, Oklahoma, Ne¬ 
braska; the corn of Iowa and Illinois; the fish of waters bordering 
our states; and to clothing; the cotton of the southern states;- and to 
the mohair of the southwest and western states. Thus, all property 
rights in the nation are challenged. 

The Constitution does not contemplate that the Federal Government 
shall own land except to such extent as may be necessary to conduct 
such limited federal functions as the maintenance of the seat of 
government, federal post offices, arsenals and the like. The theory 
of paramount jurisdiction and authority, used as a basis in the Califor¬ 
nia case, violates this principle of the Constitution. It makes the Federal 
Government one of the largest landowners in the. country, and pre- 
sents the question as to whether the Federal Government will suc¬ 
ceed in extending its ownership from the marginal seas to the inland 
seas and from the inland seas to the uplands. If one of these steps 
is taken, another may soon follow, indeed must logically follow and 
the progression may not be limited to surface ownerships. Thus all the

“On June 23, 1&47, the Supreme Court of the United States render¬ 
ed a decision of /great importance when it handed down its opinion 
in the case of th4p U. S. vs. California. This case involved the much 
disputed ocean b&d underlying the three mile ocean belt extending 
beyond the low-ti)de mark. By a six to two decision, the Court held 
that the Federal (government has paramount rights to such lands and 
denied the right^ of the state to exercise ownership powers over 
these lands. The decision rested primarily upon the theory that these 
tidelands are of vital importance to the nation and its desire to en¬ 
gage in commero^f and to live in peace with the world, and that the 
state is unequipped constitutionally to exercise the responsibilities, 
which dominion (Wer such lands entails. That Congress would pro¬ 
tect against any ihjustices caused by the ruling supplied the answer 
to the query as td the jeopardizing of the vast investments in im¬ 
provements already made by states, cities, and others on such lands. 

“Dissenting opinions were filed by Justices Reed and Frankfurter. 
Mr. Justice Reed ivas of the belief that the majority opinion led to 
the thirteen original states owned the lands under

Those who saw the production 
of “Harvey,” the stage play that

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Radio Course Given 
Industrial Recognition 
Friedman Explains 

The most remarkable feature 
about the radio course at Tyler 
Junior College is the recognition 
given the course by industry. Mr. 
Irving Friedman, instructor, ex¬ 
plained that the course which was 
set up according to Veteran Ad¬ 
ministration regulations provides 
well trained radio technicians who 
are quickly hired by such cor¬ 
porations as Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Company and Sears 
Roebuck and Company. 

The course is divided into two 
parts, radio telephony and radio 
service. The radio telephony phase 
is designed to prepare students 
adequately so that they may pass 
government tests to be radio en¬ 
gineers. There are numerous 
phases which may attract radio 
workers: small station managers, 
F. M. and police car radio. 

The radio serevifce phase is de¬ 
signed to train men to hold down 
any position in the field of elec¬ 
tronics. At present there are 
twenty students taking the radio

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course. Mr. Friedman explained 

that the small number of students 
was due to the fact that many 
students are hired before they 
complete 18 months of training 
with satisfactory achievement 
marks, although the course is de¬ 
signed to run for two years service 
and one year telephony. 

The Veterans Administration 
furnishes each student with a 
large quantity of tools and ma¬ 
terials, and the college has an 
abundance of supplies which have 
been secured through the war 
surplus property program of the 
federal government. 

Mr. Friedman explained that 
higher mathematics is generally 
avoided in the theoretical end of 
the course although explanation 
of general theories is not sacri¬ 
ficed. The program is designed to 
produce excellent radio technicians 
from men who have not had the 
advantage of studying calculus 
and other forms of higher mathe¬ 
matics.
